I have waited thuslang in the hope that 
the-enormities which L adverted to, in a 
former Paper, as being common fu the treat. 
ment of Slaves upon this Island, would have 
been denied, vr shewn to be contrary to 
Law; but as the existence of them has neie 
ther been disproved nor accounted for, I may 
now presume to argae upon them as facts, 
which are tacitly admitted. 

Your Correspóndent the Colonist may 
consider these. eruclties “the Chimera of a 
bewildered imagination ;* but if hehad gone 
through the jail of Batavia not many Months 
ago he might have seen there a Slave who 
had been kept da confinement nearly eighteen 
months without trial—he might also more 
recently have seen a Slave.child Brought for 
correctivn, and secured with the Ordinary 
preparations for judieial pufiiskhment; this 
child having been sent by his Master for a 
supposed theft, which from:casual enquicy 
at the time did notin any way appear to be 
estáblished. ft is not euvugh to say that the 
Commission of these acts is to be attribated 
to an undue authority of the Public Officers, 
or to urge thât the Colonists in general are 
‘eoacqvainted with (he Laws uader which 
they live; the frequency of the act shows 
that it has not been considered criminal or 
even irregular ; and even if Ì could admit the 
argument of the Colonist (which however I 
do not) that his fellow citizens are likely to 


be ignorant of the Laws regarding Slavery, 


ta be observed: that until the last Pro. 
clamation, the local Government have not 
altered the interior Slave Laws except in the 
establishment vf Registry—a matter which .is 
obriously felt and therefore known’ by all the 
parties concerned, 

Ï will however’ endearour at a future 
opportunity to collect the existing Teaws and 
Regulations of the Colony regarding Slaves.
